Summary of reasons for decision: 


The publication is classified objectionable because it exploits the nudity of a child to a high extent 
and degree. It is an amateur video recording of a boy dancing with his genitals exposed. It is likely 
that the recording was made by an adult who has taken advantage of a boy’s youthful 
vulnerability by encouraging him to expose himself. The most likely intended purpose was for the 
maker’s own titillation and entertainment. 





This classification interferes with the right to freedom of expression as provided by the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, reflects the concern of New Zealand soceity to 
protect its young and vulnerable members from exploitation.
